Watterson on Goebelism. 

Mr. Henry Watteraon devoted two 
and ■ £sll columns ot the Conrier- 
Joarnal's editorial spice Sunday to au 
attempt to set himaelf and the paper 
square with the world on the Goebel 
question. The article is, however, ■ 
begging ot the question. Neither its 
labored length nor its sophistry can 
overcome the facts that Mr. Watterson 
sod the Courier-Journal opposed the 
passage oi the Goebel law, because of 
its patent iniquity end dangeroiu pos 
sibiUtles.snd that both Watterson end 
ths Courier-Journal were profetaedly 
opposed to every principle in the Goe- 
bel platform.

He will be tiled to-morrow 
morning on a writ of lunacy. 

This old geotlerasn belonged to Mr. 
Morris II, Barnett, during the days 
ot slavery. Many people near Hart- 
ford knew bim snd will learn of his 
death with expremions of regret. 

Counting Out in Kentucky. 

It is ■ sorry political spectacle that 
is going on in Kentucky. The qusli 
fied voters of the State have met and 
elected ■ Governor. A majority ol 
the votes Is unquestionably registered 
for one of the candidates. Bnt an 
election law contrived in the Interest 
of ■ party is now applied to alter the 
the returns sufficiently to givt the 
certificate of election to the candidate 
who received the fewest votes. The 
plot stands forth in full view and its 
details nstnrally interest the whole 
county. A majority lor Taylor, the 
Republican candidate, is in the ballot 
boxes beyond denial, though the Goe 
bel Democrats were in control of the 
election machinery of the State, the 
counties sod the precincts. The ex- 
tent to which this worked lo the dis- 
advantage ol the Republican candi- 
date, by obstruction and otherwise, 
can never be known. In spite oi the 
Goebel election boardi, supreme every- 
where in the precincts, the returns 
give ■ majority of severs! thousand 
lor Taylor. As the Goebel law failed 
to pervert the election at the polls to 
the extent desired its other provisions 
are brought into play to falsify the 
count. 

Severs! counties most he thrown out 
bodily toeflect Ibis result. In Nelson 
county the name oi Tsylor wss crrect- 
ly spelled on the tickets.bnt the Conn, 
ty Clerk, ■ Goebelite, had certificates 
printed In which Taylor’s middle ini- 
tial wss errooeona. This misprint, 
due to ■ County Clerk devoted to the 
candidate who is to be the beneficiary 
of the error, is relierl on to get rid ol 
1198 votes. In Knox county it is 
proposed to throw out ■ Tsylor major 
Ity ot '1Z30 because it It alleged the 
ballota were too thin. In Lewis coun- 
ty there is ■ Taylor majority of 704. 
but the election ufficers, without giv- 
ing reasons, refuse to certify the re- 
turns. Even these changes would 
not secures Goebel majority, so other 
counties are held In reserve ior what- 
ever further manipulation may be 
needed. Goebel claims bia election 
by a daily telegram, though the fig- 
ures have been plainly against him 
from the first. He Is consistent in 
ooc respect. His election law wss 
conceived and pnthed through the 
Legislature to insure his faction 
against the loas of any election. Al- 
ter inventing a sore thing game he 
simply takes the next step in apply- 
ing it 

It is perfectly well known to every 
intelligent man In the United States 
that the larger number of the votes 
cost in Kentncky arc for Tsylor. Pnb 
lie opinion on thesnhject sttbis stage 
is divided between thoee who want 
lair elections and those who Isvor 
'elections under the control of one par 
ly and of counting in its candidates II 
they ihontd tail at the ballot box. 
Gocbcllam divided the Democratic 
party in Kentucky before the election. 
Its high hsodrd cheating now will 
alienate many thonisnds more. Free 
government will be ■ farce If the meth- 
ods of Goebel prevail. The sovetign 
rights of Kentuckians will be tramp- 
led onder loot for the first time in the 
history of the State. A so called Gov- 
ernor will install himscii at the capital 
iu spite oi the fact that another msn 
received a Urge number ol votes.
